ORGANIZATION 


Sec. 2. (a) National Intelligence Authority.-- 

(1) There i3 hereby established a National Intelligence Authority (herein 
called the Authority), which shall be composed of five members. Die Secretary 
of State, the Secretary of Wsr and the Secretary of the Navy shall be members 

of the Authority. The President shall designate a fourth member of the Authority 
to serve as his personal representative thereon. The Secretary of State, the 
Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy, and the personal representative of 
the President shall constitute the sole voting members of the Authority. The 
Director of the Central Intelligence Agency, hereinafter provided for, shall sit 
as the fifth member of -the Authority, as a non-voting member thereof. The Secretary 
of State shall serve as Chairman of the Authority. 

(2) The members of the Authority shall hold their positions thereon by virtue 
of their respective offices, and their membership on the Authority shall be co- 
extensive with their tenure of such offices. The members of the Authority will serve 
without compensation for this service and shall perform this service in addition

(1) There is hereby established a Central Intelligence Agency (herein called 
the Agency), with a Director of Central Intelligence who shall be the head 
thereof, to be appointed from civilian or military life by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to serve at the pleasure of the 
President. The Director shall receive compensation at the rate of $17,500 
per annum. 

(2) There shall be a Deputy Director of the Central Intelligence Agency, 
appointed from civilian or military life by the PresidentJby and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate^j to serve at the pleasure of the President. 

The Deputy Director shall receive compensation at the rate of $15,000 per 
annum-. The Deputy Director shall be authorized to sign such letters, papers, 
and documents, and to perform such other duties as may be directed by the 
Director of Central Intelligence, and to act as Director in the absence of that 
officer, or in the case of a vacancy in the office of Director. 

(3) There shall be an Executive Director of the Central Intelligence Agency,- 
appointed from civilian or military life by the President,^by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senatej The Executive Director shall deceive com¬ 
pensation at the rate of $15,000 per annum.
